he would neuer haue committed. And ſome others, 
being them ſelues either of a looſe conuerſation, or 
at the leaſt enemies to the Miniſterie of the Goſpell, 
would ſeeme to extenuate the crime, by imputing it, as 
aiuſt reward due, not onely tothe partie murdered, but 
alſo to the moſt of his calling for their ouer- bold 
checking, and (as they tearme it) domineering ouer 
their betters; becauſe indeed, they reprooue the gene- 
tall corruptions that ſo abounde in euery corner: 
And leaſt alſo it might happily be ſurmiſed by ſome in- 
differently affected, that many thinges in this relation, 
might partially proceede in fauour of the dead man, 
from ſome ol his friendes ; it is therefore thought fine, 
for the better ſatisfiyng of the later ſort, to aſſure _

that there is nothing ſet ddwne, but that which is to 
be iuſtified by very ſufficient proofe : and for the bet- 
ter anſwering of the former ſcandalles, and ſuch like, 


heere be annexed the teſtimonie (as it were) ot toure 


ſabſtanciall Iur ies, which ſpeake of their crectte what 
they knew concerning the man. The firſt doth con- 
ſiſt of the better fort ot his Pariſhioners where he re- 
mayned: the ſecond, of the Wor ſhipta!l in the Cout- 
trie, to whom he was beſt knowne: the this, of 
the chiefe of ſuch Miuiſters among whom 
he conuerſed: and the fourth, ot the 
learucd in the Vniuerſitie Where 
he was brought vp. 
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The manner of che Mur-

V Ot long lince, there happened ſome 
V controurrſy betweene the Loꝛds and 
the reſt of the Inhabitants of Mar- 
Z ket Raiſin in the Countie of Lin- 
colne, concerning their Commons 
and Libertie in the Towne-ſieldes; 
and the matter being mooued by one 
of them in the Church iminediatly 
aftcr Euening pꝛaper on a Sabaoth 
day. diuers hot intemperatc ſpeaches paſſed among them: 
TUherevyon their Miniſter, whole name was M. Storre, 
much diſſiking ſo indilcreete a courſe, wüled them to haue 
retpect both to the time, and place where they were: And 
further aduiſed; ſeeing the cauſe in hand concerned a multi. 

tude, (amongſt whom, ſome ok the leaſt goucrnment, would 
alwayes be the readieſt to ſpeake,) that they would there» 
foꝛe make choyce of two o2 thꝛee ot the ſitteſt, and moſt ſubs 
Fantiall men, to anſwere, and vydertake foz all the reſt. 
This motion ſeemed to pieale them well, and therevpon thep 
iutreated him, that he would firff,as a man indifferent, ſpeake 
what he thought concerning the cauſe. But he not willing to 
intermeddle in that matter, twiſe o2 thziſe denied their re: 
queſt : And the rather, fo2 that there was pꝛeſent one Fran- 
cis Cartwright, a young man ok an vnbꝛidled humour, the 
onelp Sonne and Peire ts one of the ſame Lo2ves of the 


Towne,betwire whom, and himlelke, there was growne no 
A z ſmall

mall vnkindneſſe, Pet in the end, being pꝛeſled therevnes 
by their impoztunitie, with the conſent of both the parties, 
bee deliuered his opinion, vſing therein ſuch diſcretion and 
reaſons to confirme the ſame, that they could not directly 
except againſt him. Notwichftanving, ſceing him incline 
moze to the right of the Free-holdcrs and the rell of the 
Commons, then to fauour their intended purpole, they ſees 
med to diſlike his ſpeaches, and to cauill at the ſame. 

Poung Cartwright ſtanding by, not able any longer to 
containe himſelfe, tooke occaſion herevpon to bꝛeake toozth 
abzuptly into theſe woꝛdes. The Prieſt deſerueth a good 
Fee, he ſpeaketh ſolike a Lawyer. Maiſter Storre hauing 
often afozetime had experience of his hotte ſtomacke, and 
baſtineſſe aſwell towardes others as himſeife, thought it 
beſt to reply little againſt him foz chat pꝛeſent. But the 
other refpecting neither che time, noz place, noz2 yet the du- 
tifullregard hee ſhould haue had to his Fathers pꝛeſence, 
vttered manp moe ſuch baſe and odious tearmes, that foz 
modeſtie ſake, I fozbeare to rehearſe them. The next moꝛ⸗ 
ning as Maiſter Storre, and lome others of his neighbours 
were talking with the elder Cartwright about thele his 
Sonnes abuſes, hee came vnto them where they were, in- 
terrupting their conference, and fell into the like outragi⸗ 
dus raplings as he vſed the night befoze, 
The Miniſter ſeeing this ſecond incurſion moze violent 
then the fozmer, replped to ſome of his woꝛdes, returning 
—— <p againe, as moze pꝛoperlp to be applyed to him⸗ 

ke. 

This reply he tooke in ſuch high dilgrace, that had not 
his Father hindꝛed it, hee had there pꝛeſently with his Oag⸗ 
ger eſtected ſome part of that miſchiefe, which akter warde 
bee put iu pꝛactiſe: But beeing not ſuffered lo to doe, hee 
departed from them into the open Parket place, and there 
pꝛoclapmed, That Storre was a ſcuruie, lowſie, paltrie 
Prieſt: that whoſoeuer ſay d hee was his friend, or ſpake 
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in his cauſe, was a Rogue and a Raſcall: that hee would 
(but for the Law) cut his Throat, teare out his Heart, and 
bang his Quarters on the May · pole. 

Theſe lpeeches, and many moe of the like qualitie, be» 
ing daply giuen out, occaſioned M. Storre to thinke it now 
high time to pꝛouide foꝛ his owile ſatetie; and therefoꝛe bee 
went to ſome Juſtices neere adiopning, acquatated them 
with thele pꝛoceedinges, and deſired the Good - behauiour 
againſt the ſapd Cartwright. But they doubting whether 
they might graunt the lame in this caſe, 02 not, offered him 
foꝛ his pꝛeſent ſafegard, The Peace, and the other at the 
next quarter Se ſſions, it occaſion ſo required. 

ee not reſslued what were beſt to be done, whether 
to accept ok this offer, o2 to complaine himſelfe befoze the 
High Commilltoners ; came home, and the next Sabaothy 
tooke his text out of Iſaah Chap. 1. verſe g. in theſe woꝛds. 
Except the Lord of Hoſtes had reſerued vnto vs, euen 
a ſmill remnant, we had been as Sodome, and like vnto 
Goma:ah. The which woꝛdes, by the generall repoꝛzt euen 
of his enemies that heard him, he handled very learnedly, 
and deliuered out of rhe ſame, my popntes of neceſſarp 
doctrine; vſing cuer amang, lundꝛy louing exhoꝛtations, 
nom and then alſo as occaſion ſcrued, inſerting ſome ſharpe, 
and nipping repꝛehentious. | 
Noung Cartwright ſeemed to note it diligently with his 
pen: but as the ſtomacke filled with raw humozs, cozrup- 
teth all good nouriſhment that conuneth therein; ſo this 
mans minde fraught with rancoz and malice, wzeſted all 
thinges he heard. into the wozſt ſenſe; as purpoſely ſpoken . 
agaalt him; and after that, moze. and moze thirſted foz re⸗ 
uenge. 5 
Abaut a wecke after, he eſpped M. Storre walking about 
eight of the clocke in the mozning alone, by the ſouth ſide 
vfthe Towie in his cloake, went to a Cutlers ſhop, and 
caoke.outofthe ſame a ſhoꝛt Swopd, formerly pꝛouidid, and 
made 
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made very ſharpe fo2 that purpoſe, and pꝛeſently suertoske 
him. The other hearing one at his heeles, looked backe, and 
ſaw him dꝛawing his Swo2d as he came; noting alſo by the 
paleneſſe of his viſage, how mightely he was incented to 
milchiefez and ſeeing no meanes either to eſcape, oꝛ to defens 
himſelfe, was greatly agaſt, and purpoſed to vle ſome 
ſpeeches (it᷑ it were poſlible)ſomewhat to all wage his pals 
ſions, 

But Cartwright beeing double armed, both with Foꝛce, 
and Furie, would abide no parly, but pꝛeſently at the firſt 
blow, cutte his left Legge almoſt off; and theu making at 
his Head, M. Storre caſting vp his Armes to defenbe it, 
(fo2 other weapon had he none, ) hee gaue him two moztall 
woundes on the fozepart thereof thozow the Bꝛame-pan, 
cutt off thꝛee of his Fingers, and gaue him other two grie⸗ 
nous woundes on the outſide ot either Arme betweene the 
Elbow and the Hand; the one to the middeſt of the Arme, 
and the other moze then halfe in ſunder, dcuiding the maine 
Bone two pnches one part from another. 

Thus maſlecred, hee fell backward info a Puddle of was 
ter, and ftriuing to recouer himſelte, the Splinter-bone of 
his Leggehalfe cut thozow afoze, knapt in two, and his 
Deele doubled backe to the Calte of his Legge. 

Cartwright not yet ſatisſieo with the Blood he had als 
ready ,Þ.cen, continued his rage ſtill mnoze fiercely vpon 
him, and gaue him another gaſh on the outſide of the right 
Thigh to the very bone: And againe on the left Knee, his 
Legge being bended as he lap, he cut him the faſhion aud 
compaſſe of an Hozſe-ſhoe, battering iu peeces the Mhirle⸗ 
bone, and the nether part of the Thigh-bone, that it was 
moſt grieuous euen to behold , Home ſmaller woundes he 
bad, and ſundꝛy other blowes which came not to his (kinnez 
as appearep by the mangling of his Apparell. 

A Papde comming that way by occaſion of buſineſſe, 
cryed out; wherevpon hee fledde, and many of the 
ours 
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bours came pꝛelently to the place, and deholding this woc⸗ 
full ſpectacle, their Piniſter thus wallowing in the mp2e, 
and his blood ſo extreamely guſhing out, ranne ſome of 
them into the Towne with ſucha confuſed noyſe, and out 
cry of Purther, that others hearing it, ſuppoſed there had 
beene fire, and went with albſpeed to towle the Belles, 
Thus was all ſodainely in an vpꝛoze, yet few oꝛ none could 
tell what the matter was, The reſt of moze diſcretion, 
tooke vp the wounded man, carryed him to the next houſe, 
where one of the Conſtables dwelt, and made very good and 
ſpeedie meanes to binde vp his Moundes, and to ſtauch his 
blood. 

Againſt the next day, was pꝛouided a Bone- ſetter, and 
thꝛee oz foure of the beſt Chyzurgions thereaboutz who 
when they came to dꝛeſle him, were of opinion, that if hee 
died not at the opening of his Moundes, and fozcing to- 
gither of his Bones, hee would at the leaſt be very ſubiect to 
often ſounding. Yet hee beponde all their expectation, indus 
red all cxtreamities (which neceſſitie in that caſe impoſed 
on him to abide, ) foʒ thzxee howers ſpace at the leaſt, & neuer 
fainted, o2 changed colour : The which thing induced them 
to alter their minde,and to hope, (as it were) paſt all Zope, 
that he would eſcape it. But the deadly blowes had ſo pert: 
ſhed his Baines, & let ont ſo great a quantitie of his Blood 
in other partes of his body, that it was not poſſible hee 
ould recouer: So that after hee had languiſhed in very 
great paine from Monday moꝛning till the next Sunday af: 
ter midnight; (which was at the change of the Moone, hee. 
ended his life. 

The time that hee thus continued, hee ſpent much to the 
pꝛofite ot himſelfe, and to no leſſe comfozt of thoſe that came 
ts vilit him 2 Foz beſides many diuine meditations hee 
dayly vtcered, and thankes to God foz his ſo mercifull a 
viſitation, in giuing him both ſuch time, and memozte to p2e- 
yare himſclfe : hee alſe hcartilp fo2gane, and continually 
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p2a3ed faz his greateſt and deadlieſt Encmie, whom hee 
eldcemed now, in wozle frate and moze milcrable, then him- 
lelke. 

Now to leaue the dead man (as no doubt hee is) with the 
L 012 ; ic ig not amille bꝛic iy to declare by what mranes the 
ollendaureſe n. 

Hꝛeſentip att ex he had committed this crueltie, be haſted 
bome tohis — on the backe dez and the trueth 
of [15 fact being now know mne, many that were already al⸗ 
ſembled, and knev not at t! de nth, avout what matter, came 
to appꝛchende the Fellon. Brit his Father tearing leaſt in 
th t deſpcrate heate, het (ould doe ſome moze milchiete, did 
what hee coulo to paciſte the tumult vntill the Conſtables 
rame, and then deliuered him. They lending koz thzece oz 
fourc of ſuch zs they thought beſt, which had forme of them 
ſcene the Moundes as well as one of the Cenſtebles hims 
lelke had done, carryed hun to a Juſtice: Where, either fox 
lacke ot their due infozmation of the tructh, 02 by the cop» 
rupt, and fanourable affection of the Magiſtrate, oz both, 
there was a very ſtender baple taken, and the malefactoz by 
this ſlight ſeut away. 

J9zeſently after his cſcape, the manner of this Purther 
being fo barbarous, and comming to the eares ok the late 
L. Archb. of Canterburie, and of ſome other of the pꝛiuie 
Councell, a}Purſtuant oz Dellenger was by them directed 
foozth foꝛ the Juſtice that thus had taplcyd him: who not 
willing to make his appearance befoze their Yonours, ob⸗ 
tained Lp great and ſpcciallmeanes z and the rather, becauſe 
ol his age and tmpotencte (being not able to traueli) to haue 
the hearing of the caute reterred to the Judges of that cir⸗ 
tui: at their next Allyſes. In the meane time, (as fill he res 
mapucth ) hee was put aut of Commiſſionz and the Conſta⸗ 
ble alſo in whole bouſe M. Storre died, was bound ouer to 
anſwere fo2 his contempt. 

Chen the Allyſes ſhould haue been kept, vpon ſome 4 
« Calls 
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Tioreuie o Tuſtitt(contraty to all expectation) thus 
being :celico, the pesze iddow, though beth her ſelfe and 
ber une lmall Childzen depenved onelp on luch charicable 
reiefe, as it pleaſed God to mooue others to beſtow vpon 
thein, was ozinen with al! ſpeed, in the moſt dangerous time 
of {ikncfle, to trauelt to London, and there in her owne 
perſon (to2 none other might doe it) to ſuc koozth her Ap- 
peale.: 

HDercvpon hee durſt neuer chew bimſelke openlp, but 
lurked in ſecret among his Friendes, hoping that either the 
Aiddow might be compounded withail, 02 els to ſinde 
ſome errour in her pꝛoccedinges, ta ouerthꝛow her Appeaie, 
But when he could no wap pzcuople, cither with the large 
offers dayly made to her foz agreement, noz his cotnfaile 
finde any crrontous pꝛocecding, that might hold lea in 
Law to ſtoppe her luite; hee fledde the lecende time, and 
(as it is thought) remapneth.beponde the-Deas, where hee 
was belcze. 
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The teſtimonie of his Pariſhioners, 


FDꝛaſmuch as ſome vncharitable peaple, not ſatiſſied with 

the guiltleſſe blood of M. Storre out late Miniſter, gius 
out ſlaunderous ſpeaches againſt him now dead, as p2ocee« 
ding from vs his — — Wee therefoze willing to 
cleare our ſelues from ſuch vntrueths, doe giue to vnders 
ſtand ta whom theſe pzeſentes ſhall come: that as (no doubt) 
the fact was hayns us befoze Gov; ſo is it a thing moſt grie⸗ 
uous vncs bs, aſwell in regard of his Wife and fiue [mall 
Childzen, whoſe ſtaffe of bꝛead (as himlelfe ſayd) by this 
meanes is bzoken as alſo chiefly that ſuch a man ſhould 
thus periſh amonglt vs, whoſe learning, diltgence,and dex - 
teritie in teaching the woꝛd of God was equall (as we are 
perſwaded) to the better ſozt of his fellow Miniſters: his 
conuerſation ſo anſwerable to his doctrine, and his carryage 
ſuch in all his affap2es, that (tn our iudgement) it might 
baue been a pꝛeſident to direct a ciuill, and chꝛiſtian like. 
Thus having witneſſed the trueth in the pꝛemilles, wee 
ceaſe, From Market Raiſin,

ſeruice;andthe would willingly content her ſufficiently, both foꝛ 
her b992d, and houſe-roome: this woman ſes ing the Maide, to be 
a pꝛetty young wench. and handſomely apparreled; but eſpecial⸗ 
ly minding tho p2ofitable pꝛomiſe ſhe made her, with an outward 
ſhete or pidus compaſſtton, e pitty, tok her into her houſe;where, 
foꝛ a time, he ſo kindlp and louingly bſed her, that the poz harm- 
lefſe Paoden thought her lelfe very happp, that it was her chance 
to find ont ſo god and vertuous a woman. But as tis common. 
ly ſaid; They that know leaſt miſchiefe, miſlruſt leaſt; and ſo cons 
ſequentip, are ſoneſt deceiued.

ſhee was foꝛſt to complaine to her Paſter, who, till then, linew 
nothing of his wiues coſenage, and hard vſage of her: He pittp⸗ 
ing the Paydens plaint, and very (honefly) willing that ſhes 
ſhould haue her owne, ſpoke ſome-what ſharpely to his wife a- 
bout them, and fozced her to returne vnto her, that mony and ap⸗ 
parell, that the ſo deceitfully had taken from ber. Ulthereupon, 
much ſtrife aroſe betwene this wicked woman, and her honeſt 
well⸗meaning huſband : but of this god that he intended, much 
moꝛe euill ſucceeded; foz the nert dap her huſband beeing gone 
foꝛth, about his oꝛdinary buſinelles, as loking to his grounds, 
and ſuch like: this cruell woman, being empty ok allgrace, (as 
wee haue befoze ſapd) no thought of death and tudgement, no 
lone to heauen, ns2 feare of hell in her boſom: , moſt mercileſly 
dꝛagg d this ſilly mayden, by the haire of her head, into an inner 
Roome, where hauing her at that aduantage ſhe loked fo2, ſhes 
d2ew her knife, and told hor that now (hee would be ſoundly re⸗ 
nenged vpon her fo2 the hard woꝛds, and blowes, that ſhe had re- 
ceined from her huſband , vpon the complaint that ſhe had made 
agaiuſt her. | : 
The pooze Payden, ſeeing there was no hope of life, but in 


mercy, bpon her knees, with her hands heau d vp, her eyes dꝛop⸗ 
ping

ping, andſuch pittifull greaning , as would haueerfozted 
pitty from a Nagan, entreated that ſhe woulo not kit her, 
and told her, that all that ſhe had ( if ſhe would be ſo mer⸗ 
cifull) ould bee hers, and that ſhe would pꝛeſently bes 
gone, without ſpeaking any woꝛd to any creature, of the 
miſchiefe, ſhe intended againſt her. | 

But neither her pꝛomiſes, papers, feares, aroanes, 
noz any other pittp-moning action, that paſt from her. 
could turne that mo2e then Tiger-hearted woman, from 
that bloody purpoſe: fo2 pzeſently ſhe began her butche- 
rie at the thzoate of this pooze Papden; which when ths 
had ſo cruelly cut, (hir hands reaking in the bload of it) 
with a hatchet that ſhe had ready fo2 thepnrpoſe, ſhee cut 
off her head: then bp the diuell pꝛompted fill, to the very 
vtmoſt of this molt hoꝛrid impiety,ſhe tut her poꝛe woun⸗ 
ded body into many ſmall peetes, ſome of which ſhe burnt, 
ſome bzoild,and ſome in the dead time of night, the buried 
in her garden. 

Ver huſband at his returne,when he mitt the maiden, 
thought nothing, but that his wife had giuen her her due 
(as hee commanded) and turn d her awap.- A dap oz two 
after, he was purpoſedts go digge that bed in his garden, 
vnder which his wife had buried the bloody pietes ol that 
pooze maidens body : butſhs percetuing his purpoſe; de⸗ 
ſired him of all loue, that he would not ſtirte that bed, noz 
in anp ſozt meddle with it, becauſe ſhe had beſtowed great 
laboz and coſt in ſeꝛdes, that ſhe had hut newly ſowen in 
it: ho thinking ol no ſu: h milchiefe;as ſho fear d Would bo 
diſcouersd, did not goe as he purpoſed, but fozbozeit; as 8s 
ſhe requeſted. 

Thus, loꝛa time, this bloody murtherlay concealed, 
though to reueale it a pooze dumb. woman, that ſaw the 
cruelty acted, many times, and to manyperſons; up her 
ſignes, and dumb ſhewes, ſo well as he could did labour 
her beſt to bewꝛay it. But from all her ignes, as pulling 
her ſelke by the haire , dzawing her hand oze her throate, 
ſtas bing her ſelke (as it * mo the bzeaſt, wzinging

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ther hmds; itig'02 any thing that che could doe, ſhey 
Wa lee thitit5 that they knew how to make 
any matter o. ; | 
+, But here ſee the certainty of the ſacred woꝛd of the Al⸗ 
mighty; which ſayes, that he that ſmites a man that he die, 
ſhall die for it, Exod. 21. @& here (J ſay) the godneſſe of 
this vmnipotent God, that ſes ſinne, hates ſinne, and wil 
puniſh unne: Then this dumb woman ſifficiently exp2eſ- 
fed her meaning, to make them vnderſtand her, a hungry 
doggs ſenting about foꝛ pꝛey, in the garden of this blo dy 
mardzeite, lented ont the peices of that poꝛe Maiden, that 
ſhe had there buried, and then neuer left ſcraping bp the 
earth til he found the head of her, whieh (by the haire of it) 
he carried in his teeth, and thers befoze the honeſt Keepcr, 
Goodman lames, the blody harted woman his wife, and 
other af his Neighbogs that were with him laid it down: 
vponatho ſixht of this, they were all very much amaſed, 
the innocent perſons at the ſtrangeneſſe of it, and the 
murdzeſſe withher feare. Then againe, this psze dumb 
woman, made fignes to reſoluc them abſolutelp of the 
murder, in which the toke vp the head, and pointing to 
chennt delle, che w d how ſhe cut it off. Then wafting 
wen with her hand to haue them follow her, ſhe went in⸗ 
tothe garden, and there pointed to the bed, that the pa2e 
murdered matve was hid in. Mer huſband ſing this, 
zeſgntlycall'd to mind, his wiaes foꝛbidding him to dig 
ic uind the extuſe that ſhe made to pꝛeuent him, and by 
thele/eircumftances began to haue ſetled thoughts of the 
trueliortzis wile, in the murdering of this Maiden, and 
pꝛeſently de alittle deeper, and found other ſmall pie⸗ 


cx of her. ge Neighbours likewiſe , by all theſe and o⸗ 
therguilth ſignes they ſaw in her, (which did as it were 
in k ronfeſion bew2ay her) did p:eſently appꝛehend 


yeras 4Durvzefſe, when being carried befoꝛe a Juſtice, 
ſhe was ſent vp tothe white Lpon in Southwarke, where 
long ſhe lap not, ere at S. Margets hill, ſhe was arraign d, 
and ſentenced to her deſerued death: but becauſe ſhee is 
133 with 
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with child, her exetution is put off, till after her deliuerp. 
From this ſinne, and all other, god Loꝛd deliuer vs. 
But now, tho this little be too much, J muſt ſpeake 
ſomewhat moze of this bloody ſin, but bzicflp, becauſe pet 
the cruell actoz, 02 actozs, cannot be found, oz heard of, 


Pon Friday laſt, being the ſecond day ol Tuly,a maid 
going a miiking. ntere Finchly,and with her a poung 
man, her fellow ſernant, hauing a maſtiffe dogge with 
him: This dogge, while they were about their buſincCe, 
ſtrayd from them, ſenting vp and downe, to finde ſome⸗ 
what to fad on, and going thus too and fro(not farre from 
the place where they were) in a by field, nere Newgate 
lane, he found the flaughtered body of a man, vpon which 
the dogge ſfaide feeding. After alittle time, the young 
man milling him, whiſtled and called about foꝛ him; ant 
bp and by the dogge leapt oꝛe a hedge ont of the field, and 
came to him, and beingcome p2eſently hee retired to ths 
dead body againe. The poung man marueiling to ſee him 
ſo haſtily and greedily go backe againe, followed him, and 
being come to the place, found him feeding very earneſf- 
ly vpon a leg ot that dead body, all which he bad almoſt ea⸗ 
ten (fo2 which, the young man pꝛeſently after fearing, 
that hauing had a taſte of humane lleſh, he would be rane- 
nous after it ſtil, and ſo pꝛep vpon childzen, hanged him. 
Wut (as J was ſaving) : this young-man and the maid 
ſeeing this lamentableſpectacle , ran p:eſently vp to the 
Towne and told it, which was no ſooner ſpoke, but ma- 
ny both men and women came downe to ſee him, but g- 
mongſt them all, there was not any that knew him. 
The bodpit ſeemed had lyen long in that place,befo:e 
it was thus found out, 'fo2 the haire was falne from the 
head of it, and lay therebpi in a cloth that had been bound 
about it, the eyes pickt cleane out of their places, and (as 
ſome ſap) the empty holes, were fill d vp with the dung 
ok birds, and ſome other ſuch liks filthineſſe: his bodie 


ſtunie ſo inſufferably , that = man almoſt could endure 
3 to 
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to come within any reaſonable diſfanco of it. In the 
wounds that were to bo ſeene bpon his body, was to bee 
ſeene, the moſt inhumane, bloody,and ineffable crueltp, of 
that, oz thoſe Cains , thoſs marble hearted villaines that 
there had kill d him,fo2 he had thze oz fow2e thzuſts, quite 
thꝛough his bo dy, neere the heart, his noſe was cut off, and 
his ch&ks were ſlit, and crolt ſo lamentably, that it was 
euen aterro2 almof to behold him. | 

Thus, fow2e dapes (after he was remon'd from the 
pꝛiuate place, where he was found) di: he ly open, neere 
the high wap, to the view of all pallengers, to find if any 
amongſt the multitude, that came to ſe him could k! o 
him. But, whether by reaſon his face, was ſo grieuouſlp 
diſſigur ed with cats, oꝛ otherwiſe, J know not, but there 
hath not beene any pet heard ok, that could either tell his 
name, 02 the place of his dweliing. 

But by whom-ſocuer murdered, oꝛ whereſoeuer hee 
dwelt, he now lies there buried in the high wap, na re the 
place where hee was murdered, and found : and till the 
Murderers can be found here is al that can be ſpok au of 
him; what thep are, and where they are God bnowes, and 
will no doubt) at his good wil und pleaſure reueale them. 
Foz , howſoeuer they doe pet ly hidden from the eyes of 
men, from the all-ſecing eye of the almighty God, they do 
not: but that's a thing we too ſeldome thinke on. Fo2 as 
arcuerend Doctoꝛ ſapes concerning this: It we could al- 
waies haue in minde theſe thꝛee things, viz. that there is 
an eye aboue vs, that ſes all wie do, an eare that heares 
all we ſay, and a dooke, in which all our woꝛds and >&@ds 
are wzitten, we ſhould neuer fin, (meaning capitallp). 

This Alnighty God, that ſees all, heares all, and 
knowes all, giue vs all grace to meditate of thoſe things, 
and labour in thaſe things, that make to his honoz, and 
glozy , and the happineſſe of our ſoules , with him in his 
Mefſed kingdome, euerlaſtingly, Amen, 
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
